WHEREAS  such  an  ordinance  is  permitted  pursuant  to  RSA  Chap- 
ter 53C. 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED 

that  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  are  enabled  to  grant 
a  franchise  agreement  governing  the  issuance  of  a 
Cable  Television  License  and  the  operation  of  a  Cable 
Television  System. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED 

that  a  set  of  regulatons  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  setting  the  procedures  that  must  be 
followed  in  the  application  for,  and  the  operation  of  a 
Cable  Television  License.

WHEREAS,  the  City  of  Rochester  became  a  city  body  corporate 
and  politic  on  March  13,  1891,  pursuant  to  action  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Legislature  in  enacting  a  CityCharter  for  the  City  of 
Rochester,  New  Hampshire  Laws  1891,  Chapter  241,  as  amended;  and 
WHEREAS,  Section  3  of  said  Charter  did  vest  the  administration 
of  all  fiscal,  prudential  and  municipal  affairs  of  said  City  of  Ro- 
chester and  the  government  thereof  in  one  principal  officer  to  be 
called  the  Mayor  and  one  board  consisting  of  twelve  members  to  be 
called  the  Council,  the  members  whereof  shall  be  called  Councilmen; 
and  the  Mayor  and  Council  shall  sit  and  act  together  and  shall  com- 
pose one  body,  and  in  their  joint  capacity  shall  be  denominated  the 
City  Council;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  4  of  said  Charter  did  provide  that  said  City 
did  constitute  one  school  district,  and  did  further  provide  that  all 
school  properties  either  owned  or  possessed  by  the  former  two 
school  districts  in  the  former  Town  of  Rochester  were  vested  in  said 
City  as  one  district;  and  did  further  provide  that  the  administration 
of  all  fiscal  and  prudential  affairs  of  said  City  School  District  was 
and  is  vested  in  said  City  Council;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  5  of  said  Charter  did  provide  that  the  Mayor 
and  Council  shall  have  all  powers  and  shall  both  do  and  perform 
all  of  the  duties  which  mayors,  boards  of  aldermen  and  common 
councils  of  all  New  Hampshire  Cities  are  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshrie  are  either  authorized  or  required  to  do  and  to  per- 
form, and  all  laws,  statutes  either  separately  or  otherwise  shall  be 
construed  to  apply  to  the  Rochester  City  Council  created  by  said 
Charter; 
NOW,  THEREFORE,  Be  It  Resolved  and  Reaffirmed  that  as  part 


and  parcel  of  said  authority  vested  in  said  Mayor  and  Council 
acting  in  concert  together  as  the  Rochester  City  Council,  that  the 
above  sections  are  hereby  both  jointly  and  severally  reaffirmed, 
and  are  hereby  in  full  force  and  effect.

Gentlemen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1976. 

There  were  a  total  of  794  alarms  in  the  city  of  Rochester  in  1976, 
which  consisted  of  the  following:  Box  alarms  119,  still  alarms  595. 

These  include:  car  &  truck  fires  59,  engineers  calls  (6-6)  27, 
brush  fires  42,  false  alarms  32,  chimney  fires  37,  grass  fires  33,  oil 
burner  15,  permanent  mens  call  (Box  3)  17,  bomb  scares  11,  code 
25's  29,  smoke  &  honest  mistakes  52,  and  miscellaneous  270. 

There  were  the  following  alarms  in  East  Rochester  and  Gonic 
Substations  in  1976:  East  Rochester  stills  19,  Boxes  27.  Gonic  stills 
15,  Boxes  59.  These  alarms  are  included  in  the  above  totals. 

We  answered  a  total  of  727  ambulance  calls  in  1976  as  follows: 
Accidents  98,  home  emergency  calls  432,  transfers  or  convalescent 
19,  false  calls  61,  calls  in  which  the  ambulance  responded  but  was 
not  needed  59,  out  of  town  2,  miscellaneous  calls  56. 

The  total  number  of  ambulance  calls  &  fire  alarm  calls  amounted 
to  1,521  for  1976.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 

TO  THE  HONORABLE  MA  YOR  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
CITY  COUNCIL: 

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  for  the  Year  ending  December  3 1 ,  1976. 

During  the  first  three  months  of  the  year,  due  to  the  heavy  snow- 
storms we  spent  most  of  the  time  with  plowing  and  clearing  of  snow, 
sanding  and  salting  operations.  When  weather  was  favorable,  we 
did  as  much  road  patcing  as  possible.  We  began  our  regular  patch- 
ing program  in  April. 

Around  the  middle  of  April  we  were  able  to  start  our  street 
sweeping  program  and  continued  this  until  the  first  of  December, 
when  cold  weather  set  in. 

In  the  Spring  and  Fall  of  the  year  our  surface  drains  were  cleaned, 
using  our  hydraulic  catch  basin  cleaner.  The  drains  which  did  not 
take  water  were  cleaned  with  the  aid  of  rods. 

In  July  of  1976  we  purchased  from  Truxmore  Packers,  4  New 
1976  Ford  Garbage  Trucks  to  replace  our  old  Rubbish  Trucks. 

Bridges  and  culverts  were  repaired,  on  the  Little  Falls  Bridge 
Road,  Flat  Rock  Bridge  Road,  on  the  England  Road,  Ten  Rod 
Road,  Main  Street  Gonic,  and  the  Salmon  Falls  Road. 

We  hot  topped  some  streets  and  roads  in  the  City  during  the  sum- 
mer months,  such  as  Lowell  Street  from  the  Church  to  Hillside 
Drive,  Vernon  Ave.,  Oak  Street  (Gonic),  Dry  Hill  Road,  Cross 
Road,  Hillside  Drive,  Shaw  Drive,  and  Wakefield  Street. 

Gravel  was  hauled  to  repair  washed  out  roads  and  to  improve 
our  unsurfaced  roads.  Roads  to  which  gravel  was  hauled  were  the 
Sampson  Road,  Old  Mlton  Road,  Estes  Road,  Hussey  Road, 
Chesley  Hill  Road,  the  England  Road,  and  the  Dump  Road. 

Sidewalks  were  repaired  on  many  streets  in  the  City,  which  in- 
cluded North  Main  Street,  Lafayette  Street,  Wakefield  Stret,  Chest- 
nut Hill  Rd.,  Pine  Street,  Washington  Street  and  Lenord  Street. 

Sewer  Main  extensions  have  been  completed  on  the  Pickering 
Road,  George  C.  Nadeau  Drive,  Paradise  Drive  and  Vernon  Avenue, 
using  550  feet  of  10"  and  310  feet  of  6"  Cement  Asbestos  Pipe. 
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Water  Main  extensions  have  been  completed  on  the  Pickering 
Road,  George  C.  Nadeau  Drive,  Tibbettes  Road,  Birchwood  Grove, 
Rochester  Avenue,  Riverlawn  Avenue,  Hemlock  Drive  and  Balsam 
Drive;  using  5294  feet  of  6",  479  feet  of  8",  288  feet  of  10",  and 
5940  feet  of  12"  cement  lined  cast  iron  pipe. 

Eight  new  Hydrants  were  installed,  making  525  in  the  City  water 
system. 

Seventy  new  water  services  were  installed  and  fifteen  water  ser- 
vices were  relaid. 

Thirty-five  new  sewer  connections  were  installed;  bringing  the 
total  to  3593  services  in  the  system. 

Water  samples  were  sent  to  the  State  Laboratory  monthly  for 
testing,  and  they  reported  the  continued  high  quality  of  our  water. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  extend  my  thanks  to  the  Honorable 
Mayor  John  Shaw  and  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Public  Works  Com- 
mittee of  the  City  Council,  for  the  help  you  have  given,  for  the 
patience  with  which  you  have  examined  our  problems  and  your 
assistance  in  solving  them.  Also,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  employees  of  the  Department  for  their  support  and  willing- 
ness in  assisting  us  in  meeting  our  problems.  Together  we  are 
advancing  the  objectives  of  making  our  City  a  better  place  for  our- 
selves and  our  children.

The  board  met  9  times  and  heard  23  appeals  to  our  Zoning  Ordi- 
nances during  the  year. 

On  appeals  for  Variances  to  our  Zoning  Ordinances,  17  were 
granted,  4  not  granted.  2  appeals  for  Special  Exceptions  were 
granted.  1  appeal  from  an  Administrative  Decision  was  denied  by 
the  Board.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

TO  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD  AND  CITIZENS  OF  ROCHESTER: 

The  education  program  in  Rochester  continued  to  provide  quality 
education  for  its  children  during  the  1976  school  year.  Our  goal 
was  to  continue  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  when  there  was 
evidence  that  a  change  would  provide  educational  improvement. 
During  this  year,  because  of  the  recession,  the  city  experienced  a 
slow  growth  rate  and,  therefore,  there  was  a  leveling  off  of  our 
student  enrollment.  However,  every  indication  leads  me  to  believe 
that,  as  soon  as  the  economy  picks  up,  the  enrollment  will  continue 
to  rise. 

In  accordance  with  Section  6  of  the  State  Board  Regulaton  estab- 
lished in  1974,  the  School  Board,  with  the  assistance  of  the  admin- 
istrators and  teachers,  established  goals  and  objectives  that  the 
school  organization  should  follow  for  this  year.  As  a  result  of  the 
acceptance  of  these  goals  and  objectives,  administrators  and  teachers 
alike  developed  their  own  objectives  to  carry  out  within  their  class- 
room or  school.  What  this  represents  is  an  accountability  process 
of  sorts  with  the  Board,  administrators,  and  teachers  holding  them- 
selves accountable  to  predetermined  requirements.  Some  of  the 
accomplishments  mentioned  will  reflect  these  goals. 

One  change  was  the  establishment  of  a  new  reporting  process  to 
parents  of  elementary-age  children.  After  careful  study,  it  was  de- 
cided to  develop  a  report  card  that  not  only  gave  the  student  a  grade, 
but  also  required  comments  about  that  grade  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher.  In  addition  to  this,  during  the  first  and  third  marking 
periods,  teachers  were  required  to  set  up  a  parent  conference  to  dis- 
cuss the  child  and  his  strengths  and  weaknesses.  To  date  this  has 
been  well  received  and  I  would  assume  that  it  will  continue  in  the 
future. 

Another  area  of  accomplishment  was  the  introduction  of  several 
vocational  programs.  This  has  been  a  goal  of  the  Rochester  School 
Board  reflecting  community  desires  for  many  years.  With  the  com- 
pletion of  the  new  high  school,  students  are  now  able  to  prepare 
themselves  for  work  in  an  area  of  their  interest  upon  graduation 
from  high  school.  The  vocational  programs  offered  students  reflect 
the  needs,  interests,  and  expectations  of  both  the  students  and  com- 
munity as  determined  by  a  needs  assessment.  There  is  enough 
flexibility  in  the  vocational  programs  so  that,  if  vocational  needs 
change  in  the  future,  the  school  can  adapt  to  reflect  these  needs. 
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Spaulding  High  School  in  Rochester  is  part  of  an  AREA  school 
plan.  With  the  completion  of  the  new  high  school,  Wakefield  and 
Strafford  are  now  part  of  the  AREA  plan  and  Barrington,  by  mutual 
agreement  -  is  tuitioning  her  students  to  Spaulding  for  a  ten-year 
period.  Although  there  have  been  logistical  problems  to  work  out, 
the  plan  is  now  functioning  smoothly. 

Another  area  of  accomplishment  this  year,  again  reflecting  goals 
and  objectives,  was  the  development  of  a  music  curriculum  for 
grades  one  through  twelve  which  was  accepted  by  the  School  Board 
at  its  June  meeting.  Children  attending  the  Rochester  schools  will 
now  have  an  opportunity  to  have  a  thoughtfully  planned  develop- 
mental program  of  music  in  each  grade  as  they  progress  toward 
graduation. 

State  and  federal  laws  have  caused  some  concern,  some  redirection, 
and  much  change.  For  example,  there  are  new  laws  relating  to  the 
handicapped  child  at  both  the  state  and  federal  level  which  the  local 
school  systems  must  comply  with  within  a  prescribed  time.  Title  IX, 
a  federal  law  which  relates  to  equal  opportunity  and  equal  rights  - 
particularly  in  the  area  of  women,  will  require  many  changes  and 
modifications  of  our  curriculum  and  program  offerings.  Such 
things  as  equal  locker  room  facilities  in  the  new  gym  and  comparable 
sports  for  girls  as  well  as  for  boys  are  an  illustration.  Offering 
comparable  curriculum  for  girls  and  opening  up  such  curricular 
areas  as  auto  mechanics  is  an  illustration  of  the  changes  that  will 
have  to  be  made. 

Another  federal  law  which  deals  with  the  rights  of  the  individual 
student  regarding  treatment  and  privacy.  All  records  of  the  student 
are  now  available  for  parental  scrutiny  at  their  request  and,  when  a 
student  reaches  eighteen  years  of  age,  even  his  parents  must  seek 
permission  to  review  his  records.  Further,  when  a  disruptive  student  is 
suspended  now,  he  or  she  must  be  told  the  reasons  why  before  his 
suspension.  I  mention  these  things  because  they  require  considerable 
change  of  direction  and  emphasis.  They  also  require  administrative 
and  policy  changes  and  the  establishment  of  new  operational  pro- 
cedures. Needless  to  say,  the  amount  of  paper  work  and  record 
keeping  increases  many  times. 

Our  elementay  law  program  that  was  developed  over  a  three-year 
period  is  now  operational  in  all  classrooms.  Although  we  do"  not 
have  hard  statistical  data  yet,  we  believe  that  the  incidence  of  youth 
vandalism  has  decreased  as  a  result  of  the  program.  In  addition, 
administrators  report  to  me  that  there  is  a  greater  recognition  of 
and  respect  for  the  rights  of  others. 
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Although  teacher  negotiations  have  not  proceeded  well  this  year, 
there  is  no  apparent  decline  in  the  quality  of  education  in  the  class- 
room. Various  measures  that  we  use  to  determine  the  success  of 
our  educational  program  indicate  that  students  are  receiving  a  quality 
educational  program  which  will  allow  them  to  be  competitive  either 
when  transferring  to  another  school  system,  going  on  to  college 
after  graduation,  or  going  into  some  field  of  work. 

There  were  many  incidental  things  not  directly  connected  to  the 
educational  program  which  occurred  this  year.  Some  examples  of 
these  are  the  series  of  bomb  scares  and  the  resulting  policy  of  the 
Board  to  ignore  them  after  much  soul-searching  and  study.  This 
has  apparently  worked,  because  after  they  were  ignored  they  ceased 
to  occur. 

Roof  repairs  were  made  on  many  schools  -  the  major  ones  being 
the  Chamberlain  Street  School  and  McClelland.  Partitions  were 
placed  in  the  top  floor  of  the  Spaulding  High  School  to  make  that 
building  more  fire  retardant  and,  therefore,  enable  the  city  to  get  a 
better  fire  rating. 

Based  on  enabling  legislation,  the  School  Board  adopted  a  policy 
permitting  prayers  in  schools.  However,  this  was  quickly  stopped 
by  a  ruling  of  the  U.S.  District  Court. 

The  educators,  in  an  attempt  to  show  the  public  some  of  the 
characteristics  of  their  educational  program,  spent  many  hours  to 
put  on  educational  demonstrations  at  the  Rochester  Mall  during 
American  Education  Week.  This  was  met  with  much  approval  on 
the  part  of  the  public,  and,  therefore,  we  intend  to  make  this  an 
annual  affair. 

In  conclusion,  the  schools  functioned  normally  and  well  and 
education  has  continued  to  provide  the  citizens  with  quality  schools. 
The  educational  organization  has  attempted,  as  much  as  poossible, 
to  reflect  the  needs  and  desires  of  the  public.  It  has  been  a  success- 
ful year  and  we  in  the  educational  organization  look  forward  to 
continued  success  in  the  future.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

OF  THE  ROCHESTER  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

MARCH  1977 

TO  THE  HONORABLE  MA  YOR,  CITY  COUNCIL  AND  BOARD 
OF  TR  USTEES  OF  THE  ROCHESTER  PUBLIC  LIBRAR  Y: 

Bicentennial  Year  1976  was  observed  at  the  Rochester  Public 
Library  with  a  special  exhibit  of  old  books,  some  of  which  were 
among  the  collection  in  the  original  Rochester  library  of  1792;  a 
painting  exhibit  of  early  Americana;  a  demonstration  of  Colonial 
crafts  of  spinning  and  weaving;  exhibits  of  colonial  plaques;  a  re- 
production of  the  Rochester  of  1894;  and  a  collection  of  early  design 
canning  jars. 

Throughout  the  year  there  were  suggestions  for  readings  on  various 
themes  that  followed  the  development  of  the  history  of  the  United 
States.  The  acquisition  of  the  American  flag  that  had  been  flown 
over  the  Capitol  was  a  suitable  accomplishment  for  this  memorable 
year. 

The  children's  room  of  the  library  continues  to  be  an  active  place 
when  children  congregate  to  fill  in  their  Wednesday  afternoon  free 
time  with  films,  games,  crafts,  or  study.  Attractions  for  other  times 
have  been  the  story  hours,  summer  crafts,  drawing  classes,  a  magic 
show,  and  the  Little  Red  Wagon. 

For  the  more  adult,  there  have  been  opportunities  too  --  to  learn 
quilting,  basic  sewing,  beginning  bridge,  how  to  make  holiday 
decorations  and  raise  good  vegetables.  There  was  a  karate  class,  a 
photography  contest,  and  a  dog  obedience  class  in  which  to  partici- 
pate. There  was  also  the  privilege  of  having  two  local  authors  to 
talk  with  and  receive  autographed  copies  of  books  from  at  their 
Open  Houses. 

These  types  of  activities  have  become  a  fairly  well  established 
segment  of  library  service  in  most  communities.  They  represent  an 
effort  to  fill  a  need  for  learning  and  creating  and  to  make  the  public 
library  a  more  visible  organization.  It  is  important  that  a  community 
be  aware  that  the  library  does  exist  and  that  it  is  an  institution  of 
service  to  all  persons.  To  reach  each  person  so  that  he  is  aware 
that  there  might  be  something  at  the  library  or  from  the  library 
(through  the  Outreach  Program)  for  him  is  our  prevailing  objective. 

We  exist  to  provide  informational  and  research  resources,  to  pro- 
mote self-education  and  independent  learning,  and  to  serve  recrea- 
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tional  needs.  Contributing  to  the  attainment  of  these  goals  is  a 
project  of  indexing  the  local  newspaper  sponsored  by  the  Friends  of 
the  Library.  Their  group  has  made  steady  progress  toward  ac- 
cumulating an  effective  access  to  the  information  in  the  Rochester 
Courier. 

Many  other  library  patrons  actively  support  our  goals  by  volun- 
teering time  for  various  projects  or  contributing  to  our  book  and 
periodical  collection.  Our  sincere  appreciation  is  extended  to  all 
these  people  and  to  all  members  of  the  community  who  reinforce 
our  efforts,  especially  our  cooperative  and  informed  staff  and 
supportive  Board  of  Trustees.

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REPORT  OF  CITY  SOLICITOR  FOR  1976 

TO  THE  HONORABLE  MA  YOR  AND  CITY  COUNCIL 
CITY  OF  ROCHESTER 

Gentlemen: 

I  am  pleased  to  report  the  following  summary  of  the  work  of  the 
City  Solicitor  for  the  year  1976. 

The  land  purchased  by  the  City  on  the  Pickering  Road  has  been 
converted  into  an  Industrial  Park  necessitating  zoning  changes  in 
order  to  accomodate  four  new  industries  which  will  provide  addi- 
tional employment  for  our  citizens  with  sufficient  land  remaining 
for  expansion  of  three  of  these  four  industries. 

In  conjunction  with  this  Industrial  Park,  there  is  also  a  small  lot 
remaining  which  may  be  utilized  for  other  industries. 

The  City  of  Rochester  also  voted  to  initiate  to  explore  the  possi- 
bilities of  Cable  Television  for  the  City. 

The  Federal  Government  continues  to  ignore  our  repeated  requests 
for  exemption  from  Flood  Control  and  the  maps  provided  by  private 
industry  in  lieu  of  more  accurate  available  maps  published  by  either 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  the  Divison  of  Engineers  have 
resulted  in  continuing  waste  of  the  taxpayers'  monies. 

The  City  purchased  the  former  telephone  building  on  South  Main 
Street  for  use  by  the  School  Department  Administration. 

The  City  is  also  investigating  ways  and  means  of  developing 
the  former  Wyandotte  Mill  properties  Westerly  of  North  Main 
Street  for  additional  use  by  the  City. 

Among  the  important  Ordinances  drafted  were  Ordinances  for 
Mobile  Homes  and  Anti-Noise. 

The  Cocheco  River  cleanup  has  started  and  this  project  should 
ultimately  provide  additional  boating,  fishng  and  swimming  privi- 
leges for  our  citizens  and  visitors. 

The  City  Ambulance  Service  has  been  transferred  and  contracted 
for  by  the  Benoit  Ambulance  Service  relieving  our  Fire  Department 
from  this  chore  which  could  well  result  in  additional  liability  by  the 
City. 
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In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appre- 
ciation to  the  Mayor,  Council  and  all  other  City  officials  for  their 
continuing  cooperation.
